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CAtrue Report of three ſtrange 


accidents which lately happened at 
Pernaw, a Citticin LifAande &c, 


© finde ( gent!e reader ) in an- 
cient Yiſtoztes, and pzincipal- 
lyin the wozkes ofthat famous 
and learned wziter Jauius Iole- 
phusiib, 7. cap. 12. thatbefoze 
the lamentable and 'woful des 
ftruition of Yicraſalem,' there 
appeared many frange ſixnes 
both int the aire, and among the 
pedple, namely there was ene right aboue the ſz1d Cit - 
tie a d2eadfull Sfarre, in fozme and faſhion of a Swozd : 
as alſs that in the darke night cleare dap appeared and 
was ſeene tn the Temple ; that a Cow b2ought fozth a 
Lambe , and which was moſt fkrange, acertaine man 
went vp and downe among the p:ople , continually foz 
the ſpace of ſeauen yearcs before, not ceaſing with wo#s 
ful cries; to foxwarne and admonitſh the people to fozlake 
hn wickednes ; foze ſhewing the deſtruction: cf the 

ace . | | 
Mbe verylike, peaand almolt the verie ſame acct» - 
dents ſignes and wonders, haue lately happened within 
this wyilome moit pleaſante Toaatrie of Liyonia, in 


3 the 
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_ the Ciffie of Pernaw*fo2in the peare 1599 .vypon Saint 
Lukes day, a certzine Perchaat of the ſaid Cittie,, ha- 
ning (accozding'to the cuſtoime ofthe Countrie) envited 
many of his fretnds and Ncizhbours fo a fealt at'his 
houſe, among the reſt alſo, enufted thither a certaine old 
man of the ſame Tittte whoſe name was Stile, a man of 
the age of foure ſcoze yeares 82. thereabout , knowne to 
al! the inhabitants there to be bo2zne deafe and dumbe , 
and had ſoe continued all his life tyme fo that day . 

This olde man being placed at the table among the 
company , and (cing the great and hozrible abuſe of the 
god guiftes and creatures of God which were there p20- 
uided, by thoſe abhominable vices of gluttony andd2zuns 
kennes , andnot being able to endure the ſight therof, by 
the tuſt tndgment of God pzcſently lcapt oner the Zable, 
and with a fierce and fterne countenance , ſurning his 
epes toward the pcople, and w2inging his hands as & 
ſigne of the great ſozrow which he conceived at his harf, 
burſt fozth in theſe (peaches ts the Companie which 
were p2eſent. - 

Alas quoth be (my deare freinds) how can yon be thas 
merrie, when a man ſing this abhominable abuſe, to 
the high diſpleaſure of almightie God ,might well loaths 
foltue any tonger in ſo wicked a time . Therfoze (deare 
b:ethzen and ſiſters) repent , repent J (ap , foz the puns 
niſhment of the 1Lo2d God41s neare at hand : with areate- 
ſfo2zmes andonerfiowing waters, wil hedeftroy the wics 
- ked, andnothing bat affliction and punniihment ſhalbe 
their poztien . 

Such dearth that yeare halve that the people hall nof 
finde any tode foz neuriſhuent , noz any way to eſcape 
bp reaſon of the troubleſome warre tocame ; great plague 

-peſtilence and murcen [hall deſtroy both younge andold;, 
- therfozeliue ye as if pzeſently ye ſhoulo die, foz ſurely it 
 Wathand: great and hozrible wonders ſhall xe heare , 
and 


and f&@ mary ffrange and monffroud Childzenbozns , as 
aloking-glaſſe both fo2 rich andpmze., 

The people with great admiration and affoniſhment 
came running together fo ſo this miracle which had haps 
penned, and the Company which were ennited being 
daſht with this ſuddaine accident, haueing now giuen 
oucr their paſtime and betng (022 amaſed were with one 
accord attentive fo the ſpeaches of the cle yan, percet- 
ning afwell by his ſfrange geffares as by the ſuddainnes 
of his (peach that this was Gods onely doings : and being 
moned with great feare and hozro2 , asked him at what 
time all thoſe things ſhould happen : whernppon the ſaid 
dunbe man thus pzcſentlic replied , 

Ere the peare 99 be come and paſt , fhe'Lo2d God tn 

hisiuft anger and wrath will draw his \wozd , theri0ze 
repent you of your {innes , foz the day of wdgment 1s at 
hand , 
Mhcſe wozds ſpoken , the man was againe bereft of 
his (peach , aud became dambe as befoze, feling him 
ſelfe pzeſently (icke , andthencet day after he died : and 
was honozably buried, being accompanted to p Church, 
by an infinite number of ths tahabifantes there , whoe 
greatly lamented {02 his death. 

Thenertdap after his buriall, there was a cerfaine 
woman bought fozth a man childe,, with anaturall face 
befoze, and behind likethe (call of a deed man, his right 
arme alſo was ike a Dwo2d, and the other like a Rodde : 
which child liged two dayes and no longer , 

After this the Lo2zdſhewedan other , no leſſe fearefull 
ſigne of his indignation and wzath, fo2 iuft onecr the ſaid 
Cittie of Pernaw, was pcrfealy ſene-tn the cleare Firs 
mament 02 Dkte, a.15ere and Coffin, conered- all with 
btacke : which Qaht endured trom foure of the clocke in 
the afternone, fill elenen inthe ſame Night, | 
Tyerefoze gud chziltians, conſider firſt the ſuddaine 
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nd fearcfull ſp&ch ofthe Dumbe., ſecondly, loke bop pon 
 themonſtrous birth and ſhape of this Childe ; and laſtly, 
meditate vppon the fearfull ſigne ſ&ne in the 2 v2e, and 
thcrevpon with an humble and penitent hart, imagine 
the @ragicall end of all, pitfying the afflicted Countrpe 
and people of Lyffcland, and let their hard foztunec be a 
warning to-thee , that thou ſinne no moze p:cſumptay 
bully. 

Andas pheathen Poet ſapeth , Foziix que c faciunt aliena 
pericula cautum , thatis to ſaye, happy is ge which can 
beware by othcr mens perilles : make thy ſelfe happie 
with this warning , and Toe not with tie wicked and 
ſtubbo2ne Jewes, contemne and ſco2ne, this gentle ab- 

monition , and foze-warning of the Dumbe, leaſt 

Godin his Juſtice bzing a wozſe Plague vpon;

tocether w ith the king ot Perſia, ypon 
the Tiurkes: &C, 


I”creas the great Turkiſh Emperour 
with allhis £rmie, munition,, and pze> 
paration, was come tothe Kpuer of Fu- 
phrates, being ſtrongboth of Þozſe eq fot , 
 @=> about the hundzed Thouſandmen, and 
perceamng that Morath generall of p Perſians, had cauſed 
! the Bzidge to be pulled down there,y was made ouer the 
ſaid Riner, and that be was marched on th'other ſide, and 
2? hard by a monatatine dd pzepare and ſfrengthcnhimſelfe 
7 withp fo2ces ſent vnto him by y great Sophy, with thoſe 
: hechad befoze, fo that the Perfbans were Ntronge about 
Foure-ſcoze and tenne Thouſand men, amongſt the 
which were about twenty Thouſand, whereof ice one 
! ofthem, had two hozſes foz a man. 

| The WLurke could not haue ſo mach inteligence fo 
. vnderſfaad if the Sophy himſelfe were perſonally pze- 
7 ſent in the Campe, x; wM o2 ifhe yet were in Perla foz 
7 moze fozces , which he eſpectally did feare . 


Wecanſe therfoze he conld not paſſe oner the River, 
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be inallhaft canfed the bzidge fo be buſlded agafne, and 
ſent oner the ſaid Riucr two Genneralls called Beller« 
byes with their fo2ccs , fo w't Bellerby of Gretia and Bel- 
lerby of Narolia , but he himſclfe tarricd on this fide of 
the water fi! the next mozning. - 

Now about twohoures bcfoze day bzeaking the Gen 
nerall Morethfeil in the Campe of Bclierby of Grecia, 
who had encamped hinſelfc ſomwhat farre off from the 
Bellerby of Natolia , and moft valiently came vppon him 
with ſuch a fa2ce and power, that he vppon a ſovdaine 
molt ſpeedily did oncrcome all his Cnſignes and Lents , 
andouerthzew and ſiew all Zis Campe . 

The Soldiers ofthe Cainpe cf the Bellerby of Natolia 
barwithail were put in ſuch a feare, that they ranne in 
fo the iter , and + jp ourcr to the Campe of the great 
Turke, 

Lhe Turke ceing this ill ſuccefſe ,  pzeſently planted 
his D2denaunce fn god o2dcr one by an other, and plas 
ced the ſame right againſt the Enemie which waxon the 
other ſide of the waters and becauſe they ſhould: not ſe& 
the D2dvinaunce, he commannded thatſome Companies 
ſhould be placed/andfiand befo2e the (aid Dzdinance , 
with tyis token , that when, the: peices-of D2dinance 
ſhould be all inreadines andcharged, they ſhould ſound 
Alarmeand the ſatd Companies ſkanding befoze the ſaid | 
D2dinance ſhould part aide ,'and (to diſcharge the ſaid 
peices of D2dinance vppon the Tnemite. 

This defermiſnation being agred vppon ,. and fire be 
ing pat ty the afozeſaid 'D2denance, many of them did 
burſt and flp abzaad,-and flew and hurt a notable num- 
berof men , pza-and many of the Turxuh -Armie ; by the 
noiſe, cxp, and fumult wherof, many Yoaſes and Pules , 


with thoſe that wereon the backs of them did leape into 
the Ker and were dzawned , 


Lye 
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The Sophians and Perſians' which had ſaſtained greaf 
loſſe of men by means of the P:Dinance , retired on the 
other ſide of the Bonntaine , and tit was ſappoſed that at 
that time were laine and (hot to death about Twentie 
thouſand Sophians and Pertians”. 

They retircing (9 backwards as {s afozclaid, ths 
Turke with ail his whole Erane paſſed oucr the Rinex, 
and march:d towards the Mauntaine where the Sophit= 
ans were encamyed ,, who han deutded themſclucs into 
faura partes oz ſquad2ons, keptng cloſe together *: aud 
when thep ſawe that the Turkes came vppon them , they 
were glad, any moit valtently met and fought with them 
ſs that on both cibes many men were ſlaine : at the 
night ouertoke them , wich was to the adnantage of the 
Sophians fo2 it was not poſſible that they conld reſift and 
withſtand longer againft the great fozce and pawer of 
the Turkes, therefo2e by. Night they all didfive tothe 
Heunfamne , the Turies fo2 dackencfle conld not folious 
them, as thep wero mindedand would faine haue done 
and ſo the. Zurketarrping tn the fieldes that Night purs- 
paſed and concludedthe next dapto leaue all his fotemen 
with the pzecesof D2dinance behind him and with hozſes 
men onely to puriue the Enemies and by theſe meanes 
vbaawares to (urp2iſe andtakethe Towne of Tauris , bes 


foze thoſe ofthe Towne ſhould heare of the ouerthzowe of 


the Sopby. . | 
15ut on the other ſide , the Perſians and Sopluans , 


which dilligeatly didloke & themſcines, and had great - 


care to the matter ;concluded with themſclues , that ten 


thoaſandmen which were the day befoze newly arined , 


ſhould marche againft the Tutkes, and when the Turkes 


ſhould come vppon'them, thep ſhoald flee, as ifthey were: 


ouercome , and the reſt of the Sophians and Perſians , 
which were yet about twentie thouſand, ſhould come bes 
5 3 binte 
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hinde the Tur«s,and compaſſed thetn befyween them both, 
and without doubte they (hould ſpeed well , and oucrcome 
their enemies. Zhe net mozning , the Turxc ſ&@tng that 
the entume was pet ſo neare at hand, he tfought they had 
notbin able to fly any further fo2 dat knes,came vpon the 
with great fozce £ but they p2cſertipy accozding to their 
agrament did flp, and the Turkes nof thinking on this 
martial pollicie,; did purine them till none, and being 
Lome to a ſmell River, becauſe thep were ſontwhat weas 
ric, andtired, encamped themſclucs cn the ſaid Riuers 
ſide and there dincd: and after dinaer the freſh Turkecs 


'leauing the wearied and tyzed Companies with all their 


treaſures and ſpoiles behinde them, thinking the next 
night vnawares to ſurp2ize the Towne of Tauris, tid 
purſue and chaſe the Perfians and Sophians, in their 
fatned flight . 

15ut when they came to the Towne , in all haft a poſt 
came tothe great Turke about two houres in the night, 
who certified vnto him that the envnime had oucrthzown 
and ſlaine all his fotemen which he had left behinde , and * 
tyat they had notten the pieces of P2dinance, and ſtill 
wcrecoming with all their fozces brhinde him, 

The Turkc hearing ſuche newes , and thinking on the 
great treaſure that he had lift behind him , p2cſently 
went back againe , and the Perf1ans and Sophians which 
bertofoze did flie, turned alſo backe agatne, and (awe 
that their fozces did follow and purſue the Turks behinde , 
FThbe Turkes which tarried with the treaſure on the ſaid 
water ſide , perceiving their@Enemies did bzcake vp and 
runne awap , the Pcrfians and Sophians being befoze and 
behinde the Turkes, came fiercely and valtantly vppon 
thew, anddid great hurt amonglt them, 

The great Turke much dilcontented, ſ&ing that the 
Enes

comm bad ſo crafitlie compafed and bzonght im fn 
the mole betweenc them , begun a moſt harde and Lofe 
batfaile, wherin the Sopiuns and Perſians got the victs- 
ric; which when the Turkes ſaw, thep did fly 0:t on the 
ore fide, fo2 otheriviſe 1t was aot poſſible fo2 them to 
elcaye, 

The Turkiſh Emperour hin(cife, when he ſawe that 
all his fo:ces did fly, and that allh's Cnſtgnes were fas 
ken , did likewiſe fly to ſave his life, and came with 
a moſt ſwifte hozſe to Amalia, and tarriedin Natolia till 
theremaant ofhis Jrane( which was verie little) was 
gathercd together: foz the Turxes did nothing but flic 
all the Night , anv al thoſe which werc lack in ranning, 
were all cutdowne : and thoſe thit came ouer the Riaer 
pulled downe the bzidge made by them befoze, to the end 
the Perſians hould not purſue them ; but the Peritns any 
$ophians being glad of the victozte, as Conquexours of 

the fielde , went home agate : although tyep 
would faine haue p2ofecufed their 
victo2zie, had not the moſt 
part of their fozces 
been ſtaing

the very ſhoes of their frete, yea one Chailtian body hath 
eaten an other; aid clpectaily which is moſt wonderfull 
and neacr heard of befoze. That inthe Towne of Sal:s | 
fwa Daughters did cate their deſcaſed Father, and alſo a | 
wanan did cate her deſealed huſhande . And af another 
place one neighbour ſent his child to one of his n*tgybo2s 
fo fetch o2 carry ſomthing, who toke the child and cut his | 
thzoate, and wiilet he was faking ont the intrailes , the * 
Father of the child {who dit maruell of the long tarrying 
of his Childe came and perceaning that his Childe was * 
flaughferedin manner afozeſayd, was in a mighty rage, : 
x fouxht with his neighbour who likewiſe killed y father :

| reaſon of the fearefull raiſing of 
r= xv warres, haueſafſfapned, welikes 
wiſe here in theſe places are troubled andplagned with 
famine ( God Almighty ſhecwhis mercy vppon vs, and 
ſane vs and deliner vs framit) inſomuch that if it plea- 
ſed God we had rather to chaſe a plagne foz it . S&ing 
1 that not onelp the pwze people ſfaruing and famiſhing do 
! fall downe and vie tn the ſfc&etes and wapes, going ons 
! neighbour toan other, and doe fill ffriae and fight foz 
| dead caffell which die of the murren, and moſt gre dely 
2 doeeate the carſous ofthe flelde and doe not regard how 
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bnunafarallit is fo denoure deadſwyne, dogges ecattesy 
but alſo one Chzilttain and friend killeth e cateth another, 
the parents doe d2elſe foz meate their childzen when they 
are dead by reaſon of the great Dearth, fo: the Enemie 
bath waſted x ſpoiled all the Conntrie, and robbed cuery 
one of their gods, foz which canſes pon haue bene con- 
ffrainedto go w your wife and familie out of theſe coun - 
fries into Germante , 
fAndalthough wee would faine giue double money fo 

Cozne, we can here get none ſeeing all is gone, partly 
ſpotled and waſted vpon the Fieldes, andpartly by rea- | 
fon oftþe cold Sammer it could not rtpe , inſomuch that | 
ail mp Tennantes cannot furniſh no2 pzomde me ofa 
buſhel ofcozne to releeve my pozefamilie, who foz very 
hunger doffarueand famiſh which molt pittifally doeth 
greue my harte,
